Premier Rachel Notley directly 
responded Thursday to Stephen 
Harper’s assertion earlier in the 
week that her government’s tax 
policy has been an “absolute 
disaster,” but she didn’t men¬ 
tion the Conservative leader 
by name. 

“I completely reject the 
Conservative campaign’s com¬ 
ments about the decisions of 
the people of Alberta that they 
made last spring,” Notley said. 
“Whether their federal cousins 
like it or not, the people of Al¬ 


berta decided they’d had enough 
of the Conservative government 
in this province and they decid¬ 
ed to elect a new government.” 

The premier said her govern¬ 
ment was following a campaign 
promise when it scrapped the 
“unfair health levy” proposed 
by the Progressive Conservatives 
prior to the May election and 
instead increased the provincial 
corporate tax rate and the per¬ 
sonal income tax rates of people 
earning $125,000 or more. 

Presented with differing 
policy options during the elec¬ 
tion campaign, Notley said, “the 
people of Alberta made their 
choice.” 

At a campaign stop Monday, 
Harper criticized Notley’s deci¬ 
sion to delay a provincial budget 
until October, saying: “The new 
NDP government — they can’t 
present a budget, but what was 
the first thing they did? They 
raised taxes, and that’s a disas¬ 
ter, an absolute disaster.”

Innovative chef to 
host cooking show 


Chef Ben Staley has been known 
in Edmonton for his innovative 
approaches to meals. This week¬ 
end, he’s hosting Get Cooking: 
Summer Preserves, a three-hour 
course offering four distinct takes 
on preserving your fresh produce. 

Douglas Dollars: Do you re¬ 
member the first thing you learn¬ 
ed to preserve? 

Ben Stale}^ 1 may not remem¬ 
ber the veiy first time 1 preserved 
something, but 1 can sure remem¬ 
ber when it became somewhat 
of an obsession of mine. Three 
to four years ago at a restaurant 
1 managed, we started to develop 
a charcuterie program, mak¬ 
ing things like bison bresaola, 
wild boar and chocolate salami, 
venison cacciatore salami, 
guanciale, coffee lardo, etc., 
which are all technically pre¬ 
serves, but in a whole diferent 
realm of things. 

Fruit and vegetable preserves 
such as basic acid pickles to lacto- 
fermentation to oil preserves, 
that’s it ovm thing. 

Douglas: Do you have any fa¬ 
vourite items to keep for later? 
Cracking open ajar of preserved 
apple sauce in the middle of win¬ 
ter always feels like a treat to me. 

Ben: Lacto-fermentation is 
definitely one that gets the juices

fiowing for me, as eveiything can 
taste so different. The difference 
between lacto-fermentation and 
a standard acid pickle is that 
you’re relying on lactic acid to 
preserve the food while using a 
minimum two per cent salt to 
halt any other bad stuff from 
growing. Lactic acid produces 
a tangy sourness instead of an 
acidic taste. 1 find that sometimes 
a lot of acid pickles can just taste 
like the vinegar used, but lacto- 
fermentation is different almost 
anytime. My favourite one right 
now is lacto-fermented beets.

Historic Magna Carta 
slated to visit Edmonton 

The Magna Carta will 
be on display in Edmon¬ 
ton this fall. In honour of 
the 800th anniversary of 
the document, it will be 
toured through Canada. 

The Magna Carta, writ¬ 
ten in 1215, is one of the 
most significant historical 
documents in the world, 
embodying the principles 
and development of par¬ 
liamentary democracy 
and the legal system in 
Canada, and much of the 
Commonwealth. 

The Alberta Legislature 
is one of four stops the 
Magna Carta will make 
from June to December, 
and Alberta's is the only 
provincial legislature to 
showcase it.

Programs assist farmers 
coping with lack of rain 

The Alberta government is 
creating programs to help 
farmers struggling with 
the lack of rain this year. 

"Based on current con¬ 
ditions we expect to pay 
$700-900 million in direct 
support to farmers by the 
time the growing season is 
complete," said Oneil ear¬ 
lier, minister of agriculture 
and forestry, at a news 
conference Thursday. 

To date, Alberta Finan¬ 
cial Services Corporation 
has paid out approximate¬ 
ly $70 million, according 
to a media release. 

Rental fees for the 
emergency water pump¬ 
ing program have also 
been cut in half.

Yard sale never ends

A month-long yard sale in Mc¬ 
Kernan has overstayed its wel¬ 
come with residents, who are 
calling on the city to shut down 
what they say is a neighbour¬ 
hood eyesore. 

Since mid-July, the front and 


back yards of a house on the 
east corner of 114 Street and 78 
Avenue have been completely 
filled with old lawnmowers, 
birdcages, rusty pots and pans, 
broken toboggans and other 
knick-knacks. 

“When it started out, it 
looked like it was going to be 
a normal three-day or weekend 
job,” McKernan Community 
League secretary Hilary Gray 
said. “Then it went on. And 
on and on.” 

City bylaws allow a max¬ 
imum of three days for a gar¬ 
age sale, and a maximum of 
three garage sales in a year, per 
property. Garage sale holders 
must also make sure the items 


they sell are safe. 

Numerous complaints about 
the yard sale started coming in 
more than a month ago, city 
Complaints and Investigations 
director Ryan Pleckaitis said. 

The city issued an order to 
clean up the property in July, 
but the owner appealed the de¬ 
cision, delaying the city’s ability 
to shut it down immediately. 

“When you have a never- 
ending garage sale, there are 
two issues,” Pleckaitis said. 

“One is that the property 
owner has changed the charac¬ 
ter of the residential property 
and turned it into a commer¬ 
cial property. 

“The second issue is it looks 


like a mess ... and that’s what’s 
really generating the com¬ 
plaints.” 

He said the city has dealt 
with the property owner before. 

A man who identified him¬ 
self as the owner of the home 
briefly emerged from the house 
Thursday. He refused to give 
his name. 

“I see nothing wrong with 
some people having a yard 
sale,” he said. 

“I don’t think that Edmon¬ 
tonians should try to make 
their city so sterile. I think that 
if anybody’s complaining about 
this yard sale they should just 
get a hobby or something and 
not be so uptight.”

'MISCOMMUNICATION' 

Driver not racist, 
cab company says 


The general manager of Co-op 
Taxi says an incident in which 
a taxi driver allegedly denied a 
ride to a First Nations family in 
Edmonton last weekend was “a 
complete miscommunication.” 

Fawn Lamouche said she or¬ 
dered the cab from Chinatown 
to transport her and five others 
in her family to the “Hate to 
Hope” anti-racism march and 
rally on Aug. 6. 

When the van arrived, it 
pulled away to pick someone 
else up. 

Lamouche’s son-in-law 
asked if the driver wouldn’t 
take them because of their 
ethnicity. The driver allegedly 
responded, “Yeah, you’re too 
native,” Lamouche said. 

Co-op Taxi general manager 


Uday Kumar said both a city 
inspector as well as Co-op fol¬ 
lowed up with the driver in¬ 
volved in the alleged incident. 

“The driver file is very 
clean,” he said. 

He denied the driver used 
racist language. 

“If you’re a taxi driver, you 
have to take the customers, 
and that is the way we train 
them too,” Kumar said. “We 
try our best.”

Vancouver recently said no to a 
city sales tax to pay for transit 
improvements, and if the Can¬ 
adian Taxpayers Federation has 
its way, urbanites in Edmonton 
should get a similar vote. 

On Thursday, the Federation 
launched a petition calling on 
Premier Rachel Notley to test 
any proposal to offer Edmon¬ 
ton and Calgaiy larger taxation 
powers — which both mayors 
Don Iveson and Naheed Nenshi 
have expressed interest in — 
at a ballot box. 

“I think there’s precedent 
there (in Vancouver), right off 
the bat, that there needs to 
be a referendum,” said Paige 
MaePherson, Alberta director 
with the federation, in Calgaiy. 

Ottawa and the provinces 
hold power to tax while cit¬ 
ies, where the vast majority of 
Canadians live, are forced to 
effectively beg for investment 
in infrastructure. 

The province started talks 
with Edmonton and Calgary 
on big city charters last year. 
The charters could see Edmon¬ 
ton and Calgaiy negotiate the 
right to collect sales taxes to 
raise revenues. 

Toronto’s city charter gave 
it some taxation powers when 
it was introduced. 

But McPherson said the dis¬ 
cussion in Alberta about these 
new powers has been among 
elected officials, and “left tax¬ 
payers out of the loop.” 

Further, she said, Edmon¬ 
ton and Calgaiy already “have 
enough money to work with.” 

The federation’s position 
runs up against several within 
Edmonton city council. 

Andrew Knack, Ward 1 coun¬ 
cillor, said he considers the 
federation’s proposal to be 
simplistic, and that the 2013 
election, where Iveson won ma¬ 
jority support, was a decisive 
referendum on investment into 
transit infrastructure. 

“He veiy prominently talked 
about building out our LRT 
network,” said Knack, noting 
Iveson won in eveiy Edmonton 
ward. “I think that says there’s 
a strong interest in getting 
this done.” 

Knack also said the inference 
cities have enough to build 
projects, like LRT expansion, 
runs up against hard numbers. 

The Valley Line LRT, he 
noted, is estimated to cost 
more than $3 billion, yet 
Edmonton council’s yearly 
budget is just $2 billion. Were 
Edmonton not forced to “beg 
for money” from Alberta and 
Ottawa, “we would not only 
have the Valley Line running, 
we’d have LRT running to most 
corners of the city.”

Edmonton’s third SlutWalk, 
set for Saturday, is part of a 
greater shift in the city’s cul¬ 
tural attitude towards sexual 
violence, says one of its or¬ 
ganizers. 

“I think things are changing 
slowly, and I think that Slut¬ 
Walk has contributed to 
changing the mentality, but 
there’s still a long way to go,” 
said Victoria deJong, organiz¬ 
ing committee member. 

SlutWalk, which takes place 
this Saturday, starting from 
Gazebo Park and goes down 
Whyte Avenue, is an aware¬ 
ness campaign surrounding 
the idea that nothing a person 
does makes them deserving of 
sexual assault. 

DeJong said a large part of 
the success of SlutWalk is a 
changing societal attitude to¬ 
wards the subject. “I think if 
this were 30 years ago, Slut¬ 
Walk wouldn’t fly,” she said. 

“It’s important that we 
change the dialogue about 
sexual violence because sex¬ 
ual assault is very under-re¬ 
ported, because victims are 
being blamed and shamed,” 


deJong said. 

This is the third year of the 
event and organizers are focus¬ 
ing on LGBTQ issues. 

According to deJong, this 
community faces a dispropor¬ 


tionate amount of sexual vio¬ 
lence, including what is re¬ 
ferred to as “corrective rape.” 

Organizers said they hope 
to see 400 people participate 
this year.

Election season opens in Edmonton ridings

With the federal election heating 
up, here is a quick look at some 
ridings to watch in Edmonton. 

Edmonton — Centre 

Downtown will be one of the 
more hotly contested ridings 
in the city. Previously held by 
Conservative Laurie Hawn, who’s 
retiring, the riding was once 


the lone bastion for Liberals in 
Alberta when Anne McLellan 
represented the area. 

Conservative candidate James 
Cumming hopes to keep the 
seat blue, but Liberal candidate 
Randy Boissonnault has been 
campaigning for the seat for 
almost two years. 

Edmonton — Mill Woods 

Liberal candidate Amarjeet Sohi 
is hoping his popularity as a city 
councillor will translate to the 
federal stage as he aims to take 


this riding, which overlaps with 
his council ward. Conservative 
MP Tim Uppal hopes to stop that. 
Uppal represented the riding of 
Edmonton - Sherwood Park pre 
viously, but due to the reahgn- 
ment he is now representing the 
new southside ri^ng. 

Edmonton — Griesbach 

Former city councillor and 
mayoral candidate Kerry Diotte 
wants this new riding for the 
Conservatives, but he will be up 
against a strong NDP challenger 


in Janis Irwin, who’s had a cam¬ 
paign team in place for months. 

Edmonton Manning 

This riding includes much of the 
old stomping ground of infam¬ 
ous Edmonton East MP Peter 
Goldring and Zaid Aboultaif is 
hoping to keep it in the Con¬ 
servative fold. But he’s facing 
an interesting challenge from 
NDP candidate Aaron Paquette, 
an artist and Metis activist who 
was involved with the Idle No 
More movement.

The head of the Old Strathcona 
Business Association (OSBA) 
says the city damaged the idea 
of a car-free Whyte Avenue by 
launching surveys and open 
houses without enough infor¬ 
mation. 

“We pleaded with (the city) 
not to do the public consulta¬ 
tion piece, because we didn’t 
yet have an accurate picture of 
what this could look like,” said 
Murray Davison, OSBA execu¬ 
tive director. 

“Going early to public con¬ 
sultation was a huge error.” 

Originally the plan was to 
close Whyte Av¬ 
enue to vehicles 
for a few hours 
late at night 
and bring in 
late-night tran¬ 
sit and cabs, in 
turn reducing 
crowd density 
on sidewalks — 
a proven safety 
and law enforce 
ment challenge. 

In late 2014, 
the city put the plan to a sur¬ 
vey, asking open-ended ques¬ 
tions like: “Would you support 
making a portion of Whyte 
Avenue ‘car free’ late at night 
on weekends?” 

Davison said people mis¬ 
understood, and thought there 
would be “a big party on Why¬ 
te Avenue and thousands of 
vehicles running down side 
streets, which really is not the 


case.” He added that the city did 
nothing to dispel that. 

“All-in-all, it wasn’t handled 
very well,” he said. “The city 
made a mess of the project... It 
was never properly communi¬ 
cated when it went out to the 
public and it got way out of 
hand.” 

Near the end of July, the city 
quietly updated its website, 
v^thout notice, with the tepid 
results of the public consul¬ 
tation. 

About half of respondents 
highly supported the idea, and 
the remainder either didn’t or 
did in theory but needed more 
information. 

It also revealed that moving 
forward with the plan falls to 
the OSBA as the city steps back 
into a support role. 

“A street closure would in¬ 
volve putting up barriers, mak¬ 
ing arrangements with police 
and fire ... making sure every¬ 
one who needs to Imow is aware 
of the re-routing of traffic,” 
city spokesperson Mary Ann 
Debrinski said. 

“But it would 
be led by the 
OSBA, if they 
choose to.” 

Davison said 
the association 
will re-evalu¬ 
ate and “give 
it some time to 
settle down,” 
adding there 
is no timeline 
for restarting 
the process, but 
there is “damage control” to 
do before attempting to present 
the plan to the public a second 
time. 

“We will have a clearer idea 
of what this should look like, 
more background info, study 
the impact, have all stakehold¬ 
ers at the table ... and then try 
to pilot it,” he said. 

“It’s an important thing we 
will ensure is done right.”

There were no knockout blows, 
no “You had an option, sir!” 
moments. 

The first — and perhaps 
only — debate of this mara¬ 
thon federal election campaign 
to feature all of the major party 
leaders may not have had a 
clear winner, but arguably Tom 
Mulcair came out as the weak¬ 
est performer when the NDP 
leader needed a strong perform¬ 
ance the most. And that left 
the real debate, at least in the 
early stages, between Stephen 
Harper and Liberal Leader Jus¬ 
tin Trudeau. 

Here’s my view of who 
owned each of the issues that 
arose over the course of the 
two-hour televised debate. 

The Economy 

Who excelled: Trudeau 

Why: He went on the at¬ 
tack early and had Harper on 
his heels. He made the debate 
about him and Harper, while 
excluding Mulcair. 

The Environment 
and Energy 

Who excelled: Debate mod¬ 
erator Paul Wells of Maclean’s 

Why: He put Harper on his 
heels better than any of the 
party leaders by pointing out 
that the prime minister has 
been promising emissions regu¬ 
lations since 2008. 

Democracy 

Who excelled: A toss-up be¬ 


tween Trudeau and Mulcair 
Why: Trudeau scored when 
he responded “nine... nine Su¬ 
preme Court justices” when 
asked by Mulcair what his ac¬ 
ceptable per cent would be for 
a Yes side win in a referendum 
on Quebec’s sovereignty. Mul¬ 
cair was strong in going after 
Harper on the Senate. 


Stephen 
Harper: B+ 


He took a number of body 
blows but stayed on his 
feet. He benefited from 
the final round being on 
security and foreign 
affairs. 


Foreign Policy and Security 

Who excelled: Harper 

Why: He kept the focus on 
ISIL — and managed to pivot 
away from talk of veterans, 
where he was vulnerable — in 
a subject area he probably rel¬ 
ished talking about nearly as 
much as the economy.

Trump the main attraction at first Republican clash 


The Republicans set in motion 
a key ritual of the American 
political process Thursday, 
with billionaire businessman 
Donald Trump using the open¬ 
ing moments of the party’s 
first debate of the 2016 presi¬ 
dential campaign to refuse 
to rule out running as an in¬ 
dependent. 

At centre stage, the Repub¬ 
lican frontrunner was the only 
one of 10 candidates to raise 
his hand when the Fox News 
hosts asked if anyone onstage 
would not pledge to support 
the eventual party nominee. 

“1 will not make the pledge 


at this time,” Trump said. 

That enraged Kentucky Sen. 
Rand Paul, who said Trump 
was “already hedging his bets 
because he’s used to buying 
politicians.” 

Trump had already loomed 
over the events Thursday 
night. During an earlier event 
for candidates relegated to a 
discussion outside of prime 
time. Trump took shots for 
his past positions in favour 
of universal health care and 
abortion rights. 

Trump remains a long-shot 
candidate to replace President 
Barack Obama, but the brash 


real-estate mogul and reality- 
television star took centre 
stage in Cleveland, Ohio, as 
top performer in several re¬ 
cent national polls. Only 10 
candidates were invited to 
participate in the main event, 
with the remaining seven rel¬ 
egated to a pre-debate forum. 

It’s a key test for Trump, 
whose unpredictable style and 
unformed policy positions 
mean he doesn’t fit neatly 
into any single wing of the 
Republican Party. 

That appears to be a draw to 
some Republicans frustrated 
with Washington and career 


politicians, but others fear his 
eccentricities and outlandish 
comments — whether about 
Mexican immigrants being 
“criminals” and “rapists” or 
his questioning of the war 
record of Sen. John McCain 
— will taint the American 
public’s view of the party. 

As in the 2012 Republic¬ 
an primaries, the party faces 
a tug-of-war between those 
eager for a candidate with 
broad general election appeal 
and those who think the key 
to winning is nominating a 
fiery conservative.

No more hiding for 
transgender child

Experts weigh 
in on dangers 
assoeiated 
with disorder 

A mother’s suggestion that her 
son, TV personahty Chris Hynd- 
man, plunged to his death while 
sleepwalking has shone a light 
on the dangers associated with 
the disorder. 

Glenda Hyndman told the 
Toronto Star that she beheved 
her son fell to his death while 
sleepwalking on the terrace of 
the downtown Toronto home 
he shared with his husband 
and professional partner Ste¬ 
ven Sabados. 

Sleep researchers say there 
have been docmnented cases in 
which sleepwalkers engage in 
veiy complex activities and wind 
up inflicting harm on them¬ 
selves or others. However, they 
say those cases make up the 


extreme minority of the situa¬ 
tions they encounter. 

Hyndman, co-star of CBC fash¬ 
ion and design show Steven 
and Chris, was found lying in 
an alleyway outside his home 
late Monday evening. Police 
have not identified a cause of 
death but have suggested that 
there is no criminal investiga¬ 
tion underway. 

Colleen Carney, director of 
the Sleep and Depression Lab- 
oratoiy at Ryerson University, 
said Hyndman’s death would be 
a tragic rarity if it was caused by 
a fatal sleepwalking accident. 

“Injuries during sleepwalking 
tend to be mild, but there’s tre¬ 
mendous variability in sleep¬ 
walking and also the severity 
of it,” Carney said. 

Somnambulance is unusual in 
adults. Dr. Sat Sharma, medical 
director for Toronto’s Centre for 
Sleep and Chronobiology, said 
that less than one per cent of 
the adult population suffers 
from the condition, which is 
most prevalent in childhood.

Sharma said most sleepwalk¬ 
ers confine themselves to wan¬ 
dering aimlessly in their homes 
and usually find themselves un¬ 
able to perform complex tasks 
like unlocking doors. 

Such actions are possible, 
though, for those with particu¬ 
larly grave conditions. Sharma 
said risk of injury is “very ser¬ 
ious” in such instances. 

Carney said one popular mis¬ 
conception about sleepwalkers 
is that they should not be awak¬ 
ened if a family member finds 
them on the move. 

“That myth, ‘Don’t wake a 
sleepwalker,’ we say, ‘Sure you 
can,”’ she said. “We want to pro¬ 
tect them, so get them back into

“Mommy, God made a mistake. 
I’m really a little girl.” 

This declaration, spoken by 
then-two-and-a-half-year-old 
Warner Schaettgen, has led 
her West Carleton family on a 
journey of self-discovery and 
prompted advocacy work for 
Schaettgen and others who are 
transgender, gender creative 
and gender fiuid. 

Alongside Stittsville’s Lowth- 
ian-Rickert family, the Schaett¬ 
gen family was recently pre¬ 
sented with a Joan Gullen 
Award from Family Services 
Ottawa. That came “as a com¬ 
plete shock,” said Warner’s 
mother, Melissa. 

The award recognizes their 
activism to help create a sup¬ 
port and social group where 
transgender children, and their 
parents, can make friends and 
connections and find resources. 

The Schaettgens have also 
been instrumental in helping 
St. Michael School in Corkeiy 
and the Catholic school board 
create gender-inclusive policies 
and have spoken on numerous 
medical panels about their ex¬ 
periences. 

The Schaettgens never set 
out to be the face of trans¬ 
gender rights, said Melissa, 
but the family realized the 
importance of speaking out 


to ensure they — and families 
like theirs — are heard. 

The fear of social rejection 
and bullying kept the Schaett¬ 
gens quiet for six years. They 
were told by other families 
with transgender children and 
by doctors to be prepared to 
move should they choose to 
go public, said Melissa. 

“Most families live in con¬ 
stant fear, constant fear and in 
hiding and don’t even fathom 
the idea of coming out and let¬ 
ting their children live free and 
openly,” she said. 

Although the family’s fight 
for transgender rights isn’t 
over, Melissa says she is thank¬ 
ful for the support the family 
has received from parents, the 
school and the community.

ALCOHOLISM 

Online 
AA sites 
on rise 

Face-to-face meetings are more 
effective than online groups for 
those trying to curb alcohol 
abuse, but use of web-based 
sobriety support sites is stead¬ 
ily growing, an international 
survey has found. 

The survey of 196 adults 
with alcohol addiction, includ¬ 
ing some Canadians, was pre¬ 
sented Thursday at the Amer¬ 
ican Psychological Association’s 
annual convention in Toronto. 

“Face-to-face killed it, 
crushed it,” said lead research¬ 
er Don Grant of Fielding Gradu¬ 
ate University in Santa Barbara, 
Calif., referring to in-person 
meetings versus online, or 
mediated, peer support for 
alcohol dependence. 

“What we found was a veiy 
significant positive correlation 
between face-to-face participa¬ 
tion and sobriety success and 
no correlation between medi¬ 
ated support and sobriety suc¬ 
cess,” Grant, a psychologist and 
addictions counsellor, said in 
an interview. 

Participants in the study 
completed a survey to measure 
their behaviours and opinions 
regarding 12-step meetings like 
those conducted by Alcoholics 
Anonymous and online sobri¬ 
ety support systems. Respond¬ 
ents had to have been sober at 
least one year. 

While respondents overall 
reported preferring face-to-face 
meetings, online support was 
increasingly being used, cor¬ 
responding with a moderate 
drop in in-person attendance 
at meetings, the study found. 

“Sadly, they are reporting 
that they are decreasing their 
face-to-face meetings. They’re 
going and engaging more on¬ 
line,” said Grant, who cred¬ 
its going to AA meetings for 
helping him achieve almost 
14 years of sobriety. 

“It wasn’t huge, but it was 
enough to be scary,” he said of 
the migration toward online 
platforms. 

“And it was enough to look 
at what is coming as the mil- 
lennials, who are much more 
facile and live online, start to 
assume the majority. 

“It did show enough of a 
migration to online to show 
that AA face-to-face could be 
in trouble.”

Nova Scotians

Second mass

Another group of beached 
whales in Nova Scotia has been 
helped back out to sea, mark¬ 
ing the second time this week 
that concerned residents joined 
together to save a stranded pod. 

“They’re still in shallow-ish 
water, but we’re hoping that they 
will eventually sort of continue 
their way out,” said Tonya Wim- 
mer, president of the Marine 
Animal Response Society. 

The group joined Fisheries 
and Oceans Canada, the local 
fire department and residents 
Wednesday night after 14 pilot 
whales were beached off Bay- 
field, near the northern Nova 
Scotia community of Antigonish. 

The rescuers pushed the 
whales back into the water, but 
the pod remained nearby and 
became stuck again shortly after

Australia^ 
France unable 
to confirm

The Malaysian government 
was certain: The airplane 
part found on an Indian 
Ocean island came from Ma¬ 
laysia Airlines Flight 370. In¬ 
vestigators in France weren’t 
so sure quite yet. 

And those differing ap¬ 
proaches created confusion 
and anguish Thursday for the 
families of those aboard the 
ill-fated flight. 

“From our first observa¬ 
tion, the colour tone and all 
maintenance records that 
we have, we know,” Malay¬ 
sian Transport Minister Liow 
Tiong Lai said. “Our records 
show that it’s the same as 
MH370.” 

He added that there are 
“many other technical de¬ 
tails that I do not have to 
reveal” that confirm the part 
is from Flight 370. 

Malaysian Prime Minister 
Najib Razak announced early 
Thursday that the piece of 
debris, known as a flaper- 
on, came from the doomed 
aircraft, but authorities in 
France, the U.S. and Australia 
have stopped short of full 
confirmation. 

The dissonant comments 
infuriated many relatives of 
the 239 people on board the 


plane, who have waited more 
than 500 days for concrete 
clues into the fate of their 
loved ones. Dai Shuqin, the 
sister of a passenger, was 
among about a dozen Chi¬ 
nese relatives who held a 
demonstration outside Ma¬ 
laysia Airlines’ offices in 
Beijing. 

“France is being cautious 
about it, but Malaysia is des¬ 
perate to put an end to this 
case and run away from all 
responsibilities,” she said.

An allegedly new Islamic 
State of Iraq and the Levant 
affiliate in Saudi Arabia 
claimed responsibility for a 
suicide bombing at a mosque 
inside a police compound 
in the country’s southwest 
on Thursday that killed at 
least 17 people, most of them 
members and recruits of the 
kingdom’s special forces. 

It was the deadliest attack 
against Saudi security person¬ 
nel in years and one that is 
likely to pull the kingdom 
deeper into the regional war 
with ISIL extremists. 

The blast took place in an 
Interior Ministry compound 
in the city of Abha, the prov¬ 
incial capital of Asir, which 
lies along the border with 
war-torn Yemen. The troops 
killed were members of an 
elite counter-terrorism force. 

The attack was stunning in 


its timing and target, coming 
just weeks after the Saudi 
Interior Ministry announced 
the arrest of more than 400 
suspects in an anti-terror¬ 
ism sweep. In April, they an¬ 
nounced the arrest of more 
than 90 suspects. 

The kingdom had for years 
quietly allowed thousands of 
Saudis to leave the country to 
join militant groups fighting 
in Iraq and Syria, until the 
late King Abdullah last year 
decreed that fighting abroad 
was illegal. At the same time, 
Saudi Arabia joined a U.S.- 
led coalition carrying out 
airstrikes in Syria and Iraq 
against ISIL. 

The kingdom is also lead¬ 
ing a coalition targeting 
Yemen’s Iran-allied Shiite 
rebels who have carried out 
a number of cross-border at¬ 
tacks against Saudi military 
targets. 

It has also sheltered 
Yemen’s exiled President 
Abed Rabbo Mansour Hadi, 
whose loyalists at home are 
battling Iran-backed Shiite 
rebels known as Houthis.

Man killed after 
theatre standoff 


SHOOTING 

Homeless man 
armed with 
axe, pellet 
shotbypoliee 

What initially appeared to be 
another mass shooting at a U.S. 
movie theatre ended up being 
an attack by a disturbed home¬ 
less man who wasn’t armed 
with a real gun and was even¬ 
tually shot and killed by police. 

Vincente David Montano, 
29, bought a ticket for a popu¬ 
lar action film at a theatre 
in Nashville, Tennessee, on 
Wednesday and entered with 
pepper spray, an airsoft pellet 
gun and an axe, Metro Nash¬ 
ville Police spokesman Don 
Aaron said. 

Some of the theatregoers in 
the audience ran outside and 


Swiss police said Thursday that 
they have identified the re¬ 
mains of two Japanese climbers 
who went missing 45 years ago, 
months after their bones were 
found on a glacier under the 
Matterhorn mountain. 

A climber found the remains 
in September at the foot of 
the Matterhorn glacier, about 
2,800 metres (9,200 feet) above 
sea level, Valais canton (state) 
police said.

At that point, Montano 
began to use the pepper spray 
and officers said they encoun¬ 
tered a cloud of it as they en¬ 
tered to take Montano into 
custody. Montano fired his pel¬ 
let gun again and four SWAT 
members fired back, the re¬ 
lease said. Montano attempted 


for forensic examination, and 
experts put together DNA pro¬ 
files. 

Police in the mountainous 
region keep a list of people 
who have been reported mis¬ 
sing since 1925. They said that 
the Japanese Consulate in Gen¬ 
eva helped them find relatives 
in Japan, who provided DNA 
that enabled them to confirm 
the men’s identity results. 
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to flee out the rear door of the 
theatre and as he emerged 
with axe in hand and started 
toward officers, five opened 
fire, according to the release. 
Montano was struck and killed. 

No one other than Montano 
was killed. One man was cut 
on the shoulder, evidently by 
the axe Montano was carry¬ 
ing, and that man, his wife 
and daughter were treated 
for pepper spray, Aaron said. 

Aaron said police had not 
uncovered a motive, but he 
said Montano had been com¬ 
mitted for psychiatric treat¬ 
ment at least four times over 
the past decade. 

The police report lists Mon¬ 
tano’s address as “homeless” 
and says he “has a hard time 
taking care of himself.” 

“This individual has had sig¬ 
nificant psychiatric or psych¬ 
ological issues,” Aaron said.

Hunters 

Anna Oxereok grew up eating 
walrus in the western Alaska 
village of Wales. Today it’s such 
a rare treat she can’t bring 
herself to part with the plas¬ 
tic bag of meat in her freezer. 

“I have to save it for some¬ 
thing special,” she says. 

It’s become increasingly dif¬ 
ficult to land a walrus. Remote 
communities at the edge of the 
Bering Sea are seeing a steep 
decline in walrus harvested 
the past several years as tem¬ 
peratures warm and the ocean 
ice used by the animals to dive 
and rest recedes farther north. 

Walrus, described by some 
as having a taste between veal 
and beef, is highly prized by 
Alaska Natives as a subsist¬ 
ence food to store for winter. 
The sale of carved ivory from 
the tusks, legal only for Al¬ 
aska Natives, also brings in 
supplemental income to com¬ 
munities with high unemploy¬ 
ment rates. 

Hunters and scientists say 
walrus migration patterns are 
veering from historical hunt¬ 
ing grounds. 

“I think one of the biggest 
issues is that things have got¬ 
ten so variable. It’s hard to 
really predict what’s going to 
happen,” said Jim MacCrack- 
en, Alaska walrus program 
supervisor for the U.S. Fish 
and Wildlife Service. 

Iver Campbell and other 
Yup’ik Eskimo hunters from 
two St. Lawrence Island com¬ 
munities harvested more than 
1,100 walrus in 2003. But a 
decade later, hunters managed 
to take only 555 - a fraction 
of the ideal of one walrus per 
resident, per year. 

In these communities, a 
subsistence lifestyle is a ne¬ 
cessity. People rely on the re¬ 
gion’s resources for up to 80 
per cent of their diets. Costly 
store-bought food is not an 
affordable solution. 

“A decline in the subsistence 
harvest really creates an eco¬ 
nomic disaster that threatens 
the health and welfare of the 
people in the communities,” 
said Vera Metcalf, director of 
the Eskimo Walrus Commis¬ 
sion.

Wireless subscribers 
boost BCE’s profit 


Changes in the rules for wire¬ 
less contracts gave BCE Inc. a 
bump in new subscribers and 
helped raise profits by 25 per 
cent in the second quarter. 

The Montreal-based tele¬ 
communications company 
said Thursday that net income 
was $759 million or 90 cents 
per share, compared to $606 
million or 78 cents a year ago. 

The big increase was attrib¬ 
uted to a number of other fac¬ 
tors as well, including taking 
full ownership of Bell Aliant 
last year and gains from the 
sale of a 50 per cent interest 
in the Glentel retail business 
to Rogers Communications. 

But it was the addition of 
61,000 net postpaid subscrib¬ 
ers in the period that stood 
out as a victory against one of 


its biggest competitors, Rog¬ 
ers Communications, which 
managed to deliver just over a 
third of that growth, or 24,000 
customers, in the same period. 

Both carriers have been 
in fierce competition, along 
with Telus, to retain their wire¬ 
less customers after the CRTC 
issued rule changes that elim¬ 
inate cancellation fees for wire¬ 
less contracts after two years. 

Last year, BCE spent $64 mil¬ 
lion more on retention costs 
— like subsidized phones or 
discounted packages — to keep 
customers from straying to its 
competitors. 

In its Internet division. Bell 
added 18,600 net subscribers 
and 50,000 customers to its 
IPTV (Bell Elbe) television ser¬ 
vice.

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GREECE 

Bank stocks 
recover after 
disastrous 
three days 

Greece’s talks with its creditors 
on a vital third bailout are mak¬ 
ing “satisfactory progress,” the 
European Union executive said 
Thursday in its most upbeat as¬ 
sessment so far, as Athens stocks 
rebounded three days after their 
worst plunge in decades. 

A European Commission 
spokeswoman, Mina Andreeva, 
said the lenders are hoping to 
finalize the 85-billion euro 
($92.5 billion US) agreement 
in time for a major Greek debt 
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repayment in two weeks. 

“We believe this is an ambi¬ 
tious yet possible timetable,” 
she said. “Our teams (have been) 
on the ground (for) almost two 
weeks, and they report satisfac- 
toiy progress.” 

The radical left government 
on Wednesday said Athens was 
hoping to avoid extending nego¬ 
tiations and having to seek an 
interim loan to cover the Aug. 
20 payment, worth more than 
3 billion euros ($3.27 billion US) 
to the European Central Bank. 
Greece has already received 
nearly 240 billion euros in res¬ 
cue loans since it was drummed 
out of international markets in 
2010. But although it tamed 
budget deficits through severe 
spending and income cuts, tax 
hikes and market reforms, the 


country still requires a third 
bailout. 

The terms of the new loan 
are being worked out in Athens 
in talks between government 
officials and lead negotiators 
from the European Commission, 
ECB and International Monet- 
aiy Fund. 

The Athens stock exchange 
gained 3.65 per cent Thursday, 
three days after its disastrous 
opening — when a sixth of hst- 
ed companies’ value went up in 
smoke — following a forced five- 
week closure. Banks, which saw 
huge losses over the past three 
days, gained a collective 18 per 
cent. But state budget execu¬ 
tion figures released Thursday 
showed that last year’s modest 
primary surplus — which ex¬ 
cludes debt costs — has been 


all but wiped out in the first 
half of 2015. The Januaiy-June 
surplus was 238 million euros, 
compared to 1.8 billion a year 
earher.

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What you don't know 
about fentanyl can kill 
you: It's time to learn 



We need to do something 
about street drugs. 

In just the latest death, 
17-year-old Jack Bodie died in 
Vancouver last weekend after 
snorting fentanyl. The drug 
is linked to 75 deaths in B.C. 
in 2014, mostly recreational 
users, according to the B.C. 
Coroners Service. 

Days later, his dad spoke to 
CBC Radio. 

"I can't say don't do drugs. 
That's a false start, and we 
know that from trying to fight 
the war on drugs," he said. 

But, he continued, the casual 
use of fentanyl is seen as no 
riskier than having a beer. 

Fentanyl is unusually 
deadly, but street drugs in 
general pose a dilemma for 
invincible-feeling teens and 
20 -somethings, because get¬ 
ting high feels fantastic, and 
most people don't die from it. 

"There's always risk," said 
a longtime dealer I know, 
one trusted by his friends to 
provide a safe high. 

He knows his wholesalers 
well. He tests his drugs to 
confirm what he's got. He 
takes marijuana to a special 
site to test for mould, E. coli 
and other toxins. It's not a 
perfect system, but it helps, 
he said. 

"If you don't have that, then 
you're forced into a dark mar¬ 
ket that is unregulated, uncon¬ 
trolled, patrolled by piranhas 
and devious people." 

Some don't care what 
they sell you and whether it's 
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dangerous. 

"Any good chemist can 
make his pills look like any¬ 
thing these days," the dealer 
added. 

Drug-testing kits are one 
defence. They could be 
handed out at walk-in clinics, 
he suggested, mirroring the 
harm-reduction tactics of Van¬ 
couver's safe-injection site. 
There could be drug-testing 
sites at pill-fuelled festivals, 
equipped with information on 
drug effects and risks. 

Education, he said, is key. 

Doctors have said most 
overdoses at Nova Scotia's 
Evolve Festival result from a 
cocktail of drugs, making test¬ 
ing kits a moot point. But what 
if we knew more about the 
effects of mixing drugs? 

The dealer suggested par¬ 
ents sit down with their kids 
to explain how street drugs 
affect the body, for good or ill. 
And, maybe, that they even 
offer a safe space to experi¬ 
ment, the way some parents 
let their teenagers drink booze 
at home.

“We don’t make animated 
films,” says founder Peter 
Lord.

Here’s a look at my favour¬ 
ite Aardman films. 

Wallace and Gromit: The 
Curse of the Were-Rabbit 

The story takes place days 
before the annual Giant Vege¬ 
table Competition. Wallace 
and Gromit’s pest control 
company — Anti-Pesto — 
must do battle with a floppy¬ 
eared mutant rabbit who is 
nibbling on all the oversized 
vegetables. 

The film is loaded with 


fanciful Rube Goldberg-like 
contraptions, visual gags, bad 
puns — the cheese-loving 
Wallace’s bookshelf features 
titles like East of Edam and 
Grated Expectations — and 


double-entendres for the par¬ 
ents in the audience. There 
is at least one pretty good in¬ 
joke in there for film geeks 
too — a snippet of Art Garfun- 
kel’s song Bright Eyes, from 


the rabbit-themed cartoon 
Watership Down, is heard 
on a car stereo. Park also tips 
his hat to the British love of 
gardening. King Kong and 
the Hammer Horror movies. 

Pirates! Band of Misfits 

It’s not every kid’s flick that 
features Queen Victoria, the 
Elephant Man and Charles 
Darwin. Pirates! Band of Mis¬ 
fits, however, isn’t like most 
kids’ movies. It’s splendid 
side-splitting swashbuckling 
fun that mixes gentle family 
friendly humour, with some 
absurdist Monty Python style 
gags and Aardman’s usual 
whimsy. There is so much 
going on here you may want 
to see this more than once to 
catch all the sight gags and 
throwaway lines on offer. 

Flushed Away 

For the first time ever, Aard¬ 
man put their clay figures 
into storage and took a step 
into the 21st century, making 
a film that looks a great deal 
like one of their homemade 
stop-motion extravaganzas, 
but is actually computer ani¬ 
mated. Flushed Away, the 
story of an upper class pet 
mouse flushed down the loo 
by a bullying rat, features 
great animation, an all-star 
British voice cast and some¬ 
thing that all kids love — 
toilet humour.

This franchise

While Marvel’s X-Men and the 
Avengers have built their big 
screen empires into well-oiled 
billion-dollar franchises, the 
Fantastic Four have floundered 
with never-was and the never- 
should-have-been adaptations. 

First there was the Roger 
Corman-produced film that was 
killed before it hit theatres in 
1994, and then two critically 
loathed, but decently profitable 
attempts in the mid-2000s with 
future Captain America Chris 
Evans as the Human Torch. 

The Fantastic Four are among 
Marvel’s longest-running ser¬ 
ies and most beloved groups. 
Created by Stan Lee and Jack 
Kirby, the scientists-turned- 
superheroes were relatable 
and wry in their interactions 
as a team — even when they 
weren’t fighting supervillains. 

When it debuted in Novem¬ 
ber 1961, it was a refreshing 
revelation that helped inform 
the Marvel voice and set a path 
for Iron Man and Spider-Man. 

The family aspect is derived 
from the brother and sister pair¬ 
ing of Sue and Johnny Storm, 
the bond between the four after 
they get powers, and the fact 
that Sue and Reed Richards 
eventually become Marvel’s 
most stable couple. 

But the movies have yet to 
get them right, or devise a struc¬ 
ture to introduce them to fans 
and potential fans.

first family with a cast of fresh 
faces in Miles Teller, Michael B. 
Jordan, Kate Mara, and Jamie 
Bell, and a promising but es¬ 
sentially untested director at 
the helm in Josh Trank.

hint the global reach of Shaun 
is simply because “silent com¬ 
edy is universal.” 

As a series of seven-minute 
cartoons, that silence may be 
golden but it certainly pre¬ 
sented a new challenge to 
Starzak and co-director Mark 
Burton when they had to 
stretch Shaun the Sheep into 
a feature-length film without 
the use of dialogue. 

“That was an exciting chal¬ 
lenge for both of us (and) we 
took two years on the script,” 
said Starzak of Shaun’s off- 
farm adventure into the big 
city. “We wanted it to have 
the integrity of the series so 
it just seemed to make sense 
to make it a silent film.” 

As such, the co-directing duo 
studied as many movies of the

just refreshing to see women 
like Gillian write women like 
that. It feels authentic and 
real.” 

Some keeping an 
eye on Theron’s 
career have 
suggested 
that she 
might be 
drawn to 
these types 
of darker 
roles be¬ 
cause of her 
own rocky his¬ 
tory — Theron’s 
mother shot and 
killed her abusive husband 
in self-defense in 1991. 

But the Oscar-winning ac¬ 
tress insists those people are 
seeing connections where 
there aren’t any. 

“It’s a very easy assump¬ 
tion to make that because I 
had a very tragic event hap¬ 
pen in my life, that that was 
why I wanted to make this 
story, and it couldn’t be fur¬ 
ther from the truth. 

“There really aren’t any 
similarities. The circum¬ 
stances of this tragedy has 
absolutely nothing in com¬ 
mon with the tragedy that 


happened in my life,” she 
says. 

“I think that the correla¬ 
tion in this that people can 
relate to is that we all come 
from this family structure 
that we don’t get to choose 
necessarily,” Theron says. 

“I have yet to meet some¬ 
body that doesn’t have some 
form of skeletons in their 
closet from the family life 
that they lived.”

Canadian films headed to the 
Toronto International Film Fes¬ 
tival this year include a sur¬ 
vival tale from Patricia Rozema 
starring Ellen Page, a political 
satire from Philippe Falardeau, 
a horror film from Bruce Mc¬ 
Donald, and a reimagining of 
jazz trumpeter Chet Baker’s 
life, starring Ethan Hawke. 

Festival organizers detailed 
the Canuck lineup at a press 
conference Tuesday featuring 
actors Paul Gross and Rossif 
Sutherland and veteran direc¬ 
tors Rozema and Barry Avrich. 

Sutherland stars in a Laos-set 
thriller called River, Rozema’s 
film Into the Forest stars Page 
and Evan Rachel Wood as sis¬ 
ters left to fend for themselves, 
and Gross stars and directs the 
war film Hyena Road, which 
was announced last week. 

Organizers also touted two 
surreal visions from auteur Guy 
Maddin, shorts from directors 
Don McKellar and Avrich, and 
several documentary outings 
from prominent journalists. 

“We’re really thrilled by 
the docs,” senior programmer 
Steve Gravestock said. 

“We had a lot of really 
strong doc submissions and 
I think it’s one of our strong¬ 
est selections and maybe the 
most docs we’ve selected in 
quite some time. It’s a pretty 
broad range, too.” 

Former CBC personality and 
doc maker Avi Lewis hits the 
festival with This Changes 
Everything, inspired by the 
bestseller written by his part¬ 
ner Naomi Klein; longtime 
Maclean’s film writer Brian D. 
Johnson directs the documen¬ 
tary A1 Purdy Was Here, about 
the celebrated poet; Toronto 
Star investigative journalist 
Michelle Shephard co-directs 


Guantanamo’s Child: Omar 
Khadr; and former Postmedia 
film critic Katherine Monk 
explores the glass ceiling in 
electronic dance music in Rock 
the Box. 

Meanwhile, other dramatic 
titles include Falardeau’s pol¬ 
itical feature My Internship in 
Canada; McDonald’s Hallow¬ 
een-set Hellions; and Robert 
Budreau’s ’60s-era Born to be 
Blue, about Baker. 

Gravestock was high on the 
teen film Sleeping Giant, a first 


feature from Andrew Cividino. 

“Giant is I think one of the 
best feature debuts I’ve seen 
since Xavier Dolan’s first film. 
Very Canadian, very English 
Canadian, very much about 
the landscape,” he said, “ft re¬ 
minded me of summers I had 
when I was a teenager. (But) I 
didn’t behave nearly as badly 
as them.” 

The films join other Can¬ 
adian features announced last 
week from Atom Egoyan, Jon 
Cassar and Deepa Mehta. 


Other titles revealed Tues¬ 
day include: 

• Ville-Marie, directed by Guy 


Edoin, which traces four lives 
at a hospital: an actress who 
hopes to reconcile with her 


son, a paramedic haunted by 
his past, and a nurse trying 
to keep an emergency room 
running.

Shum, about the Sir George 
Williams Riot of 1969. 

• Closet Monster, directed by 
Stephen Dunn, which follows 
a young man unsure of his 
sexuality and haunted by the 
memory of a tragic gay bash¬ 
ing he witnessed as a child. 

• Fire Song, directed by Adam 
Garnet Jones, about a young 
man torn between responsibil¬ 
ities at home in a remote re¬ 
serve and the lure of moving 
to the big city.

The key to big-screen success.^ Be straight, white and male 


Looking for your big Hollywood 
break? 

The ability to portray a 
straight, white male character 
will help, according to a new 
University of Southern Galifor- 
nia study that analyzed gender 
and racial inequality in top¬ 
grossing films from 2007-2014. 

Among the top 100 fictional 
films of 2014, only 21 featured 
a female lead or co-lead — a de¬ 


crease of seven per cent from 
2013 — and no female actors 
above the age of 45 had a star¬ 
ring or co-starring role. 

Meanwhile, of 4,160 speak¬ 
ing characters in films last year, 
only 19 were lesbian, gay or 
bisexual, and no transgender 
characters were portrayed at all. 

“The landscape of popular 
cinema in 2014 remains skewed 
and stereot57pical,” researchers 


at USG Annenberg’s Media, Di¬ 
versity & Social Ghange Initia¬ 
tive, who conducted the study, 
found. 

“Movies continue to distort 
the demographic reality of their 
audience. Film characters are 
overwhelmingly white and 
male, despite both population 
statistics and viewing patterns.” 

The study examined the 
demographics of 30,835 speak¬ 


ing or named characters in the 
100 top-grossing films every 
year from 2007 to 2014 (exclud¬ 
ing 2011). 

Race: Of the top 100 films in 
2014, 73.1 per cent of charac¬ 
ters were white, compared to 
12.5 per cent black, 5.3 per cent 
Asian, 4.9 per cent Hispanic, and 
4.2 per cent qualified as “other” 
(Middle Eastern, American In¬ 
dian, Hawaiian, etc.) 


This demographic breakdown 
remained largely constant from 
2007 to 2014, with the percent¬ 
age of white characters staying 
above 71 per cent every year. 

Latino characters were the 
most underrepresented ethnic 
group, the study found, as Lat¬ 
inos constituted 17.1 per cent of 
the U.S. population, according 
to 2013 census figures. 

Seventeen films had no black 


speaking characters at all, and 
40 films didn’t have a single 
Asian speaking character. 

Gender: Male characters have 
outnumbered female ones by a 
scale of 2.3:1 since 2007. 

Last year, women were es¬ 
pecially underrepresented in 
action and adventure movies, 
animation, and among char¬ 
acters aged 40 to 64.

your mom’s picture on some 
wrestler’s crotch. 

“It’s inappropriate. It’s not 
funny. It doesn’t help.” 

For the past few years, head¬ 
dresses have become a popular 
— and controversial — fashion 
accessoiy. The trend seems to 
rear its ugly head with particu¬ 
lar frequency at summer music 
festivals. 

Jessica Simpson flaunted a 
headdress on Instagram, PharreU 
Williams in the pages of File 
UK, Karlie Kloss on a Victoria’s 
Secret runway, Gwen Stefani 
in a music video, and Vanessa 
Hudgens at Coachella. 

Recently, festivals have fought 
back against the misguided 
trend. Osheaga, WayHome, 
Boots and Hearts, Heavy Mont¬ 
real, lie Soniq and the Edmonton 
FoUc Festival have all issued bans 
in various forms on the fake in¬ 
digenous headwear.

Shopping shouldn’t be a chore. It should be 
a fun, easy experience where shoppers and 
producers mingle with live music playing in 
the background — just like at The Old Strath- 
cona Farmers’ Market. 

“Shopping at the OSFM is ideal for many 
reasons. It’s a community, so not only do you 
get quality local products but you also have 
the opportunity to form a relationship with 
the farmer growing your vegetables or the 
chocolatier making your guilty pleasures,” 
says Joshua Cutler, assistant manager. 

The Old Strathcona Farmers’ Market 
began in 1983 in the parking lot on the cor¬ 
ner of 83rd Ave and 103rd Street (now used 
as free parking). It started with 10-15 vendors 


but in 1986 it moved inside to the Old Bus 
Barns where it grew. Now in the 30th year 
of operation, the Old Strathcona Farmers’

DJ MK was a sleeping giant. 

It’s safe to say that you’re 
kind of a big deal when Mer¬ 
cedes-Benz is gushing about 
your songs on Twitter. 

“It was totally random. 
All my friends were texting 
me about how Mercedes said 


they love playing my remix of 
Look Right Through in their 
vehicles!” laughs globe-trotting 
house music deejay Marc Kin¬ 
chen, a.k.a. DJ MK, who started 
his career as a DJ/producer as 
a teen in the late ’80s. 

“Growing up in Detroit, 
music was really big, I had 
a band in high school and it 
seems like everyone was in¬ 
fluenced by Prince. Everyone 
wanted to be in a band, sing 
and write songs.” 

Like most kids making 
music, they jammed in their 
basements. “It was unortho¬ 
dox. We didn’t know what we 
were doing. It’s not like we 
spent a lot of time with record 
producers, but we thought we 
knew what we were doing. You

didn’t have to learn a lot back 
then about technology because 
there just wasn’t that much to 
work with.” 

A lot has changed since then. 
After moving to New York and 
attaining a cult following in the 
underground scene MK became 
a go-to for record labels to re¬ 


mix their pop artists. In 1993, 
his remix of Celine Dion’s Let 
It Go became a surprise No. 1 
Billboard hit in the dance div¬ 
ision, but the label still had no 
idea he even existed. 

“I looked up to Quincy Jones 
at the time and that’s where 
I wanted to be. Outside of the 
cool kids, house music wasn’t 
getting the respect from the 
higher-ups in the business.” 

Instead, Kinchen worked 
his connections and wound 
up producing for Jay-Z, but the 
pop world was disillusioning. 
While he earned the respect 
he always wanted, the power 
politics of the industry turned 
him off. “ft became too polit¬ 
ical. It became all about who 
you know, and who you can 


give kickbacks to,” he shrugs 
with an audible “meh!” 

That wasn’t for him, either. 

He then scored a stint in 
L.A. as Will Smith’s in-house 
producer following his Big Wil¬ 
lie Style album, but wound up 
working on his Aims instead. 
Another dead end. 

It wasn’t until Pitbull sam¬ 
pled his catchy, but ever-so- 
cheesy horns for Hotel Room 
Service from one his classic 
’90s records that he was re¬ 
discovered as a House music 
deejay, and MK was on his way 
back to the top, rubbing shoul¬ 
ders with the Diplos and Calvin 
Harrises of the day. 

“In the ’90s where hip hop 
was the biggest thing, now 
house music is what that was.” 


House music is pop music 
really, he says, and business 
is booming. 

“The roles are totally re¬ 
versed now. Record label pres¬ 
idents are now calling to get 
an MK remix. That’s what I 
wanted it to be like in the ’90s, 
but it just wasn’t ready yet.” 

While there are still a few 
months to go before his first 
studio album drops, his new 
single, a summery ’90s-tinged 
anthem Bring Me To Life fea¬ 
turing the 18-year-old vocal¬ 
ist Milly Pye, has just been 
released. 

MK is a regular on the Ibiza 
club circuit but you can catch 
him in Toronto on Friday Aug. 
7 at The Hoxton as part of their 
Focus Fridays series.

The city that hosted baseball’s 
All-Star Game last month was the 
home of a team that played hke 
all-stars back in 1869. 

The Cincinnati Red Stockings 
went 57-0 that year as baseball’s 
first officially professional team. 
Player-manager Harry Wright’s 
team added new players before 
the season, led by his brother, 
George, who was credited with 
a .633 batting average and 49 
homers. Disbanded because of 
financial issues after two seasons, 
the team is being honoured this 
summer with a variety of home¬ 
town homages. 

So, even though the powdered 
rosin has settled following the 
All-Star Game on July 14, Cincin¬ 
nati still has plenty to love for 
baseball fans. Here are some of 
the offerings on hand to learn 
more about the city’s rich base¬ 
ball histoiy, as well as other mile¬ 
stones of America’s Pastime.

Adjacent to the Great Amer¬ 
ican Ball Park, where the All- 
Star Game was played, the Reds’ 
own Hall of Fame and Museum 
is fiUed with artifacts and inter¬ 
active exhibits covering Cincin¬ 
nati players from the Wrights to 
the “Big Red Machine” of the 
1970s to the current team. 

Chief curator Chris Eckes says 
it’s difficult to estimate the num¬ 
ber of artifacts and display items, 
which include historic baseballs, 
uniforms, gloves, documents 
and photos. Start counting with 
a wall of 4,256 baseballs repre¬ 
senting hometown star Pete 
Rose’s record career-hit total. 

Special exhibits this summer 
are Stars of the Queen City, about 
Reds’ all-stars through the years, 
and one on Tony Perez, the Cu- 
ban-bom slugger also in the Na¬ 
tional Baseball Hall of Fame who 
later this summer will become 
the latest Reds star honoured 


The Cincinnati Museum 
Center in Union Terminal 
has Queen City Baseball: 
Diamonds & Stars among 
its other exhibits, shows 
and children's activities. 

In a short self-guided tour, 
visitors can see artifacts 
such as contracts and player 
cards from the early days 
of baseball in the city and 
grainy black-and-white foot¬ 
age from the 1919 World 
Series. 

A highlight is the audio 
playing in the background of

The Reds’ museum and Legacy 
Tours have teamed up for a guid¬ 
ed 90-minute waUdng tour called 
“1919—The Year That Changed 
Baseball” focusing on a colour¬ 
ful cast of characters from that 
era led by Reds president August 


Waite Hoyt's last Reds radio 
broadcast in 1965. Hoyt, a 
Hall of Fame pitcher, called 
games for more than two 
decades for the Reds while 
plugging for sponsor Burger 
Beer. An on-air trademark 
was his tales during rain 
delays about former New 
York Yankees teammate 
Babe Ruth. A typed script 
on display at the museum 
recounts Ruth's love for driv¬ 
ing at high speeds, leaving 
a trail of chicken carcasses 
behind on country roads. 


“Garry” Herrmann. 

Herrmann is credited with 
brokering the deal that helped 
form the modem major league 
and giving Cincinnati its first 
World Series title, a distinction 
that was marred after eight 
members of the Chicago White 
Sox were banished from baseball 
for fixing the Series by “throw¬ 


ing” it to the Reds in what be¬ 
came known as the Black Sox 
Scandal. 

The museum has added Sun¬ 
day tours to its regular Saturday 
lineup, and will run through 
October.

The National Underground Rail¬ 
road Freedom Center has a new

Decorated teen 
swimmer tried 
to avoid her 
400m specialty 

Aurelie Rivard won a silver medal 
in her 400-metre freestyle event 
at the 2012 London Paralympics. 

Not bad for a 16-year-old who, 
just a few years before that, suf¬ 
fered panic attacks before swim 
meets and would throw up on 
the pool deck. 

“I was scared of eveiything,” 
Rivard recalls. “I remember how 
I was and I don’t understand 
why I didn’t just quit. My mom 
said, ‘Why are you doing it if 
you don’t love it?’ I would say, 
‘I’m going to do it, it’ll be fine,’ 
and it was never fine but I would 
do it again.” 

The St-Jean-sur-Richelieu, 
Que., swimmer didn’t quit but, 
for years, she did frustrate her 
coach by refusing to race any 
distance over 100 metres 

Her coach, France Latendresse, 
knew that the young swimmer’s 
strength would be in the longer 
distances and, eventually, Rivard 
relented.

Things started to turn around 
for her at the 2010 IPC swim¬ 
ming world championships in 
the Netherlands. She was 14 
years old, far away from her 
family and more scared than 
she had ever been, but Rivard 
surprised herself by being able 
to sleep at night and train hard 
during the day. 

“I was OK,” she says, smiling 
at the memoiy. “This is where I 
had realized that I had changed.” 

Her coach saw it too and 
pounced on that confidence- 
building meet. Not long after, 
at the Quebec championships, 
convinced Rivard it was time to 
race 400 metres. 


“I said, ‘OK, I’ll tiy it.’ I was 
really scared, but when I came 
out of the race I was hke, ‘Well, 
that was fun. I’ll do it again.’” 

She won that first 400, and 
her time — five minutes and 13 
seconds — qualified her for inter¬ 
national meets. A year later, at 
the London, it was down to 4:36, 
an astounding improvement. 

Today, Rivard says the 400 is 
her favourite event. 

“I’m a long-distance swim¬ 
mer,” she says, with a smile. 

Rivard may feel that way, but 
her results in other events — 
and the number of Canadian 
freestyle records she holds from 
the 50 metres through to the 800 


metres — would say she is im¬ 
pressively versatile in the pool. 

She has lowered the 
100-metre Canadian record 
several times. 

It is the 19-year-old Rivard 
who has become Canada’s young 
face of para swimming, joining 
such veterans as 19-time Para¬ 
lympic medallist Benoit Huot. 

Since her first Paralympics 
three years ago, when she won 


her silver medal and reached the 
final in four other events, Rivard 
has continued to find success. 
She won a team-high five med¬ 
als at the 2013 world. In 2014 at 
the Pan Pacific Para-swimming 
championships, she won three 
gold medals (in the 50,100 and 
400), silver in the 100-metre 
backstroke and bronze in the 
200 individual medley. 

Rivard added two more 


world championships titles in 
July, winning both the 50- and 
400-metre freestyle events in her 
SIO classification, and earned 
silver in the 100 free and the 
200 individual medley. 

It is the top step of the po¬ 
dium that she will be looking 
for at the Toronto Parapan Am 
Games. The swimming competi¬ 
tion runs Aug. 8 to 14.
